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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  The  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Effingham: 

Teachers  in  Effingham  schools  during  1948-1949 
were :  —  Miss  Gladys  Leavitt,  Center  School,  and  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Webb,  Falls  School.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
current  year  Mrs.  Webb  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Linnie 
Giles  of  Freedom.  Mrs.  Giles  is  a  graduate  of 
Plymouth  Teachers  College,  and  has  had  several  years' 
experience.  Effingham  is  fortunate  in  having  such 
competent  teachers.  The  high  quality  of  their  work 
and  their  devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  pupils  in  their 
care  deserve  high  commendation. 

The  increase  in  school  population,  particularly  in 
the  south  part  of  the  town,  brought  an  enrollment  of 
37  pupils  in  the  Center  School.  This  number  taxed 
the  capacity  of  the  building  and  placed  an  unreasonable 
burden  on  the  teacher.  A  first  grade  of  seven  pupils 
entering  in  September,  1949,  made  necessary  the 
transportation  of  some  pupils  to  the  Falls  School. 
Pupils  of  the  6th  and  8th  grades  are  transported  from 
the  Center  to  the  Falls.  Enrollment  at  the  Center 
at  the  opening  of  school  was  30  pupils  in  6  grades,  and 
at  the  Falls,  27  in  7  grades.  Census  returns  indicate 
that  this  number  of  pupils  will  remain  nearly  constant 
during  the  next  four  years. 

While  the  present  arrangement  is  an  improvement 
over  that  of  last  year  it  is  yet  far  from  ideal.  Your 
superintendent  urges  that  a  committee  representing 
the  various  sections  of  the  town,  during  the  coming 
year,  make  a  thorough  study  of  your  schools  for  the 
purpose  of  making  recommendations  at  the  next  annual 
meeting.  Or  such  a  study  might  provide  an  excellent 
project  for  one  or  more  organizations.  Suggested 
studies  would  include  the  feasibility  of  (1)  consolidation 
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of  the  two  schools  in  one  two-room  building,  (2) 
segregation  of  grades  1  to  4  in  one  school,  and  grades 
5  to  8  in  the  second  school,  and  (3)  formation  of  a 
cooperative  school  district  with  an  adjacent  community 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  operating  a  4-room 
4-teacher  school.  The  State  Board  of  Education  will 
cooperate  in  such  a  study  by  furnishing  expert  advice 
in  the  organization  of  the  group  making  the  study, 
and  by  furnishing  the  necessary  materials. 

Local  tax  assessments  for  school  purposes  are 
increasing.       This  increase  is  due  to  three  things:  — 

(1)  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  in  school; 

(2)  rising  cost  of  high  school  tuition ;  and  (3)  the  loss 
of  state  aid.  For  the  year  1948-1949  Effingham 
received  state  aid  of  $2812.72.  During  the  current 
year  state  aid  amounts  to  $791.06.  This  is  a  loss  of 
$2021.66.  Your  tax  rate  for  school  purposes  in  1948- 
1949  was  $11.52  per  thousand  equalized  valuation. 
The  average  for  all  school  districts  of  the  state  was 
$12.10  per  thousand  equalized  valuation. 

The  interest  shown  and  the  effort  made  by  many 
citizens  on  behalf  of  the  schools  is  highly  commendable. 
The  action  of  the  Woman's  Club  on  behalf  of  the  school 
dental  clinic  demands  particular  mention. 

The  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  the  teachers, 
pupils  and  citizens  is  warmly  appreciated.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

October  through  December  1949 

The  routine  physical  inspection  of  all  school 
children  was  made  in  October.  The  children  were 
instructed  in  hygiene  during  this  check  up.  There 
are  still  a  large  number  of  dental  cavities  —  some  of 
which  have  probably  been  checked  by  the  Fluoride 
Treatments,  but  the  need  of  continued  dental  care  is 
apparent.  Dr.  Denault  has  promised  us  some  time 
for  the  latter  part  of  February,  or  the  1st  of  March 
depending  on  the  travelling.  He  will  give  as  many- 
days  as  needed. 

Home  visits  have  been  made  to  some  of  the  larger 
families  and  all  parents  contacted  seem  to  be  interested 
in  cooperating  with  the  School  Health  Program. 

During  December  the  evidence  of  colds,  and  coughs 
mas  high.
